PON the slender thread of a memory, impaired by insanity and long confiement in four 
different penitentiaries and two asylums, now hangs the only-hope of Andréw J. White 
to establish his identity as George A. Kimmel, former cashier of the Farmers’ State Bank 

of Arkansas City, Kan., native and for many years a resident of Niles, who mysteriously dis- 


appeared in Kansas City 13 years ago. 


For six years this convict’s strange Knowledge of facts that the real Kimmel only 
ought to know has puzzled juries in the Federal courts at St. Louis, has bewildered blood rela- 
tives and intimate friends of the real Kimmel, and has prevented ‘the settlement of life in- 


surance problems involving $25,000. 


The coming to Niles from the — penitentiary of this criminal celebrity has proven 
conclusively one fact: that White does not possess a single feature nor a single trait of char- 


acter of George A. Kimmel. 


Yet by recalling incidents in the lives of people whom ict knew, and by an ap- 
parent familiarity of things and places in Niles as they were when Kimmeé] disappeared, he 
has succeeded and is stil] succeeding in making his identity a legal conundru:n.

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A LAW THAT PREVENTS STRIKES. 
No doubt as a result of the reciprocity cam- 
paign, a closer and more interested attention has 
been directed from this side of the line to cer- 
tain Canadian devic-: in government. One of 
these devices whose study is particularly oppor- 
tune in view of threatened labor troubles in this 
country is the Lemieux act for the adjustmen 
of industrial disputes. * 
In the first few months of its operation this act 
was not regarded with much favor by observers 
in the United States. One of its distinctive fea- 
tures provides that fn the case of all* public serv- 
ice corporations a notice of 30 days must be given 
of a strike on the part of employes or a lockout 
on the part of employers. The provision seemed 
impossible of enforcement. | e 
Data on the operation of the act show a success 
far greater then was expected. Of 82 threatened 
' strikes, 73 have been satisfactorily settled under 
the terms of the act. Its success is attributed, 
not so much to any features of originality and 
strength in the act itself, as to its incidental ef-. 
fect of giving large publicity to the merits of 
labor controversies. No standing tribunal of 
conciliation and inquiry for all cases exists, a 
new board of three being appointed to investigate 
each dispute. When public utilities are affected, 
the act becomes operative at the request of either 
perty to the controversy. The request of both 
parties is requisite in all other dispute- 

' The point of significance is that in a country 
in which the principles of the common law pre- 
vail as in our own legal] machinery for the pre- 
rantion of strikes not only exists, but is being 
applie&+to disputes as embittered and complicated 
as our own, with results of such practical value 
as to save Canadian employes and employers 
large sums of money and to protect the public 
from distress and loss. [

Early stages in the contact of Gary, Ind., with 
the metropolitan status ought to have as much

This new town of Gary, which ought to be the 
most uncontaminated municipality, as Ishi is the 
most “uncontaminated aborigine,” is already agi- 
tated by a graft scandal.

COUNTING THE STARS. 
From the New York Sun. 

A tremendous task, thaf of counting the stars 
up to the nineteenth magnitude, has been under- 
taken by the Dutch astronomer, Prof, Kapteyn, 
who hag collected all the material furnished 
by the most recent discoveries, notable those from 
the American observatories. * 

Stars of less size than the fourteenth magni- 
tude are found in millions in the milky way, and 
the work of counting them from photographic 
plates can best be described as similar to count- 
ing blood corpuscles under a microscope. Prot 
Kapteyn places the total at 842,000,000 stars, the 
average being 20,400 stars to the square degrees 
of the heavens: He has further calculated that 
the total light emanating from all the stars is 
equal to 2384 times the luminosity of a star of 
the first magnitude. 

According to the Dutch scientist, the boun- 
daries of the Universe, as far as human science 
has been able to penetrate, extend to 32,000 light 
years. ae

Manuel de Arriaga is perhaps without question 
the ideal man to direct Portuguese affairs at 
this critical time, Custom-bound venerators of 
the nobility have nothing to complain of in him, 
for he is of one of the oldest and most aristo- 
cratic families. Democrats have no ground :for 
distrust, because he is a poor man, who has had 
to earn his breag by honest toil. 

He Is 70, Bat Very Active. 

He {ts 70 years old, but is withalez* man of 
great vigor, mentally and bodily. Hé“is a man 
of refined personality. He belongs te the old 
and noble family of the Acores and was born !n 
therIsland of'Fayal, There is a strain of French 
blood in ‘him, of which he is very proud, one of 
his ancestors having married a Basque woman.

PETERSBURG, Sept. 23.—One of the hap- 
piest women in all Russia these days is Mme, 
Bakhmeteff, the American wife of the newly ap- 
pointed Russian Ambassador at Washington to 
succeed Baron Rosen. That appointment has been 
the diplomatic goal toward which Bakhmeteff 
and his wife have peen working for years, as they 
want to renew their many friendships in the 
United States and live a while in Mrs. Bakhme- 
teff’s native country. 

She is the daughter of Gen. Edward F. Beale 
of California and Washington, the sister of Mrs, 
John R, McLean and aunt of Admiral Dewey’s 
wife. The Beale family’s influence has long been- 
at work in Washington to brihg@ about the ap- 
pointment, and it was confidentially announced } 
as promised by the Czar upon the retirement of 
Count Cassini. But that was the periog of the 
Russian-Japanese War, and His Imperial Majesty 
sent Bakhmeteff as Ambassador to Japah instead 
of to Washington, as his knowledge of the Japan- 
ese situation was of the highest value to Russia 
at that particular time. 

-Mrs. Bakhmeteff was particularly persona 
grata with the Emperor of.Japan, and it was said 
that her tact and personal charm did a great deal 
toward bringing. about: friendly relations between 
the two countries after their hostilities. Whem 
she returned to Russia from Japan, it was with a 
small kennel of Japanese dogs from the Mikado’s 
ee breed, and many costly gifts from the 

perial family. 

Mr. Bakhmeteff has had a long and varied dip- 
lomatic career, beginning as a young attache to 
the Russian Embassy in Londom going from 
there to Paris as second secretary, and then on to 
Athens as first secretary. 

His first important appointment was as Minis- 
ter to.Bulgaria, where he stayed five years, and 
Where Mrs. Bakhmeteff became famous for her 
courageous protection of foreign women and 
girls during the Macedonian massacres, her home 
being thrown open day and night tp the fleeing 
refugees, The Sultan of Turkey, far from being 
offended at her defiance of the Turkish soldiers 
responsible for the massacres, decorated her with 
the Turkish Order of the Chefakat, first-class, and 
Grand Cordon. In Bulgaria Mrs. Bakhmeteff or- 
canized a systematic protection for the children 
of the poor, establishing a creche and a society 
f-r sick children called the Bulgarian Sevlety of 
the Eudoxtie.

He married a woman of 
Indian bloed and in that way became 
a participant in the tribal affairs of the 
Choctaw Nation. His first job in In- 
@ian Territory, as a young Man, was 
that of a bull-whacker on a wagon train.

CarlLee Admits Some of State- 
ments Printed, but Denies 
Others to Court.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 
Unless the Supreme Court intervenes 
In the sentence of the lower court. 
Arkansas will soon have the spectacle 
of a member of the Staté Senate. 
Elmo Carlee, serving a jail sentence 


of six months and paying a $6500 fine 
for contempt of Judge H, N. Hutton, 
for causing to be published an inter- 
view derogatory to his dignity as a 
presiding judge. 

The case is the outcome. of one of 
the bitterest political controversies 
in the State in recent years. CarlLee 
and J. Emmett Smith were candidates 
for the Democratic nomination for 
State Senator from the Seventh Dis- 
trict. The election was stubbornly 
contested in the party organizations 
and the court, Carllee winning the 
seat. 

An interview appeared in the 

. Arkansas Gazette, ascribed to Carl- 

Lee, in which he made a vigorous 
attack upon a ruling that had been 
made by Judge Hutton. The city edi- 
tor. of the Gazette testified that he 
had taken the alleged interview by 
long distance telephone from Augus- 
ta, on the night of publication, and 
that it was given to him by a man 
who sald he was Elmo CarlLee. 

Denied Part of Interyiew. 

Senator CarlLee admitted having 
made some of the statefhents con- 
tained in the interview, in substance, 
and strenuously deried others. He 
further declared that he did not talk 
with the city editor but with a re- 
porter ‘who is a personal friend of 
his. 

After having beard all the evidence 
and arguments, Judge Hutton passed 
sentence upon the lawmaker, scoring 
him severely for the offence of which 
he had adjudged him guilty. 

“Senator CarlLee has never until 
today disclaimed responsibility for 

this published atatemept.” said Judge 
liutton. 

“His silence is a virtual confession. 
That he should have allowed his pas- 
’ giors to take such a course is aston- 
ishing. There was no excuse what- 
ever for giving out this article for 
publication, This is not a pleasan: 
proceeding for me. It is not a per- 
sonal matter. I have always been 
able to care for myself in personal 
matters. But an attempt has been 
made to degrade — defame the posi- 
tion I hold. | 

“Should I ever 2 so craven 
that I cannot defend and sustain the 
honor and dignity of the position I 
hold, I will surrender it within an 
hour. I have considered the matter 
at length and consulted the authori- 
ties carefully. I have not allowed 
personal feelings to enter into the 

-case and have acted upon a firm de- 
termination not to pass the bounds of 
reason. In cases of this character 
punishment should be inflicted only 
for the purpose of preventing the 
degradation of justice. I am going 
to inflict a fine in this case, firm in 
the belief that I am acting within my 
authority.” 
Hold Sentence Too Severe. 

The attorney for the defense con- 
tended the court exceeded its author. 
ity by imposing a fine. greater than 
$50 and 10 days in jail, An effort will 
be made to have the Supreme Court 
act upén this case at once, 

Senator CarllLee .was known as 
one of the belligerent members of the 
last session, having gained a reputa- 
tion as a political fighter. In a spir- 
ited controversy, over the St. Francis 
levee he and Senator Turner of Jones- 
boro came to blows. He was one of 
the active leaders of the effective 
minority which organized an insur- 
went movement to attempt to oust 
the President of the Senate because 
of alleged arbitrary rulings.

FIND CONTRACTS ARE OLD 





Estimate $50 Loss on Each $80 
Purchase of Fish for Prison: 
and Hospital. 





COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 2.—C. B. Ran- 
dall, steward of the Ohio Penitentiary, 
and W, P. Miller, financial officer of 
the State hospital, have been dismissed 
en account of alleged gross irregulart- 
ties in food and supply purchases by 
them, discovered in an investigation by 
the new State Board of Administration. 

In connection with the meat contracts 
at the penitentiary it was found that 
Steward Randall had been buying ais 
raeat from a single concern, the Ben 
Chamberlain Provision Co. of Columbus. 
The purchases were madé upoh an. old. 
contract, long expired, and the Board 
of Administration did not hesitate to 
say that the contract itself was very 
poor. 

Beef was contracted for at 9 cents 2 
pound, but there was no specification or 
requirement as to what kind of beef 
it should be. So far as the cogtract was 
concernéd it might be as good or as 
bad as the seller desired and no one 
could kick. 

Triple Price for Fish. 

It was found, after repeated efforts 
on the part of the board to gain posses 
sion of the old meat and fish contracta 
ef both institutions, that gross errvr 
and neglect of the interests of the State 
were obvious in each of them. Bach

Teacher and High School Pupils 
Take Care of the Farm When 
Men Are Scarce. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 23.—Maud Mul-| 
ler was regarded as a pretty smart girl 
as she raked her father’s hay and led 
the Judge to make love to her, but 
Kansas has some real smart girls, too, 
and they can do other farm work than 
anake hay. In the southwest part of 
Kingman County there lives a German 
farmer, Rennie Griem. Griem has been 
in ill health the past year, and his 
family consists mostly of girls. One 
is a school teacher and two are pu- 
pils in the Kingman High. School. 

Hired help has béen hard to get the 
past. season, and the father, not being 
able to attend to his farm work, the 
girls concluded to do it, and last spring 
as soon as the eldest daughter’s school 
closed, she went home, “hooked up” 
Ahe lister and working early agd late 
planted in 70 acres of corn. 

As soon as the other two girls were 
home from high school they “turned in” 
and helped cultivate the corn crop, with 
the milking and care of the stock—soild 
and delivefed the milk to the creamery. 
harvested hay from 27 acres of alfalfa, 
a large crop of prairie hay and other 
forage crops, and attended to the multi- 
farious duties: on the ‘farm, all by 
themselves, receiving no assistance from 
a man during the entire season,

MEN ARE LONG SUFRERING 


Number of Children Affected by 
Wives’ Actions Is Three to 
One Greater. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 23.—Wom- 
an, not man, is the real home-wrecker, 
according to statistics being compiled 
from the divorce court records hére. So 
far, the statistics show practically 80 


per cent of the divorce suits now on the 
Circuit Court docket are brought by 


centage of the suits are brought on so- 
called trivial charges. By trivial charges 
is meant incompatibility of temper, 
quarrels and charges which do not 


charge infractions of moral or civil 


laws. 

Previous statistics showed that in 
Jackson County,.in which Kansas City 
is, there were three suits for divorce 
filed to every five 
issued and this startling percentage 
prompted an investigation. It is found 
that while 380 per cent of the plaintiffs 


are brought on trivial charges, less than 
10 per cent of the suits filed by the men 
are based on trivial charges and 9) 
per cent are charges of desertion, im- 
moral conduct, refusal to perform mari- 
tal duties or neglect of the home thequgh 
a desire to work elsewhere. ‘ 


R Men Are Long Suffering. 
Men, too, it is shown by the suits, are 
long suffering, the average duration of 


husband is the plaintiff being, twice the 
duration of marriage,in suits where the 
wife is plaintiff. 

Women, too, the statistics show, have 
apparently less regard for the future of 
their children. Whereas, in the suits 
filed by men, the average number of 
children to the family is about one, 
while 300 suits taken consecutively from 
the docket, in which women are plaint- 
iffs, show nearly 1000 children, or a 
little more than an average of three to 
the family. 

Two deductions are made from this 
fact, but the investigators have not 
gone deeply enough to determine which 
is the more nearly correct. On the one 
hand, it would tend to show that the 
husband is disposed to endure longer 
the marital infelicity in his capacity of 
a father than the wife is in her ca- 
pacity of mother. On the other hand, 
it would tend to show either that the 
mother has less regard for her children 
or that she is more confident of the 
future with them under her sole care, 
that she is braver in gding forth into 
the world to make a home for them 
than the father. The father naturally 
looks to a woman to care for his chil- 
dren, and hesitates in taking them from 
their mother, even where the mother 
is gravely derelict. The mother, on the 
other hand, being the children’s nat- 
ural protector, believes that she can do 
as well or etter with them without a 
man. 


Mother-in-Law Much Maligned. 


Incidentally, the statistics show that 
the mother-in-law is a much maligned 


in-law has taken the son-in-law’s part 
against her daughter, or daughter-in- 
law's part against her son, are just as 


ers-in-law have taken the part of their 
own child. Furthermore, it is shown,

Gossipy friends, wholly women, are 
more serious causes of marital infelicity 
than mother-in-law, father-in-law and 
all the other in-laws put together, for 
they are found to have figured prami- 
nently in'10 per cent of the suits.

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‘STATE NEEDS BUT 
LITTLE IRRIGATION 


Report by Head of Labor Bureau 
Includes Water Power 
Facilities. 


YEARLY RAINFALL ~ GIVEN 


Its Average Over 69,415 Square 
Miles Annually Is About 
Forty Inches. 


Special to the PosteDispatch. 
PSEFFERSON cme Sept. 23.—Valu- 


able information on the annual rain- 
fall in Missouri is being collectea@ by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics to 
demonstrate by facts and figures that 
irrigation is only necessary in this 
State—and then only for avery small 
area—when drouth has possession of 
the entire country. 

The data, which is near. enough 
complete to give it publicity, also 
deals with the water-power facilities 
of the Ozarks and the future possibil- 
ities of the same; calls attention to 
the vast amount of navigable. rivers 
and streams in Missouri and states 
what is possible in cheap trarsporta- 
tino by water of products of the farm, 
mines, forests and eee 


Annual Rainfal 
The average annual —— in Mis- 


souri, according to the information 
given out today by Labor Commis- 
sioner Austin W. Biggs, totals to 
about 40 inches over an area of 69,415 
square miles, If the water which falls 
in the course of 12 months could 
stand and the State was all on: the 
same level the end of the year would 
see the 114 counties submerged to a 
epth of 31-3 feet, enough to form 
a lake 7.3 miles in length, miles 
broad and 2 miles deep. 

In the counties of the Ozarks and 
in: Southeast Missour! the annual to- 
tal precipitation runs from 40 to 50 
inches, those further south averaging 
the heavier amount. . North. of the 
Missouri River the yearly downfall 
ranges from 30 to 40 inches. 

Most of this water in course of a 
year, amounting to 6,450,597,120,006 
cubic feet, is sooner or later carried 
By the Mississippi River to the Gulf 
of Mexico, which body of water in re- 
turn furnishes, through evaporgtion, 
most of the supply from which the 
rainfall comes. The Great Lakes, 
Canadian and other Northern bodies 
of water and the Pacific Ocean also 
supply a goodly portion of the moist- 
ure for Missouri's regular downpours. 

Rainfall in Corn Belt. 

The counties of Northwest Missouri, 
including Atchison, Holt, Nodaway, 
‘Andrew, Buchanan, Platte, Clay, Clin- 
ton, Dekalb, Gentry, Worth, Harrison, 
Mercer, Daviess, Grundy and Caldwell, 
receive about 80 per cent, of their an- 
nual total rainfall from April 1 to 
Sept. 30, a period of six months, This 
is probably the reason why corn, 
wheat, oats, bluegrass, apples and 
similar staples grow so prolifically 
at this end of the State. 

For the counties lying east of those 
just mentioned and northwest of a line 
drawn through St. Louis and Spring- 
field, 70 per cent of the annual precipi- 
tation falls in the same six months. This 
is the great wheat sectién of Missouri. 
In it will be found St. Charles, Franklin, 
St. Louis, Gasconade, Osage, Greene, 
Callaway, Chariton, Boone, Cooper, Sa- 
line, Lafayette, Moniteau, 
Jackson, Henry, Cass, Bates and Pettis 
Counties. In the southern end of this 
section the strawberries, peaches, for- 
age, raspberries, cantaloupes, sorghum, 
broom corn, apples and smaller fruits, 
which have given Missouri a national 
reputation, do well! 


Rain in Spring. 
In the counties southeast of the imag-

tLinary line through St. Louis and Spring- 


field @ per cent of the annual rain fall 
ts during the spring and summer. In 
this area are Jefferson, St. Genevieve, 
Perry, St. Francois, Cape Girardeau, 
Scott, Mississippi, New Madrid, Pemis- 
cot, Butler, Texas, Howell, Oregon, Rip- 
ley, Webster and Dunklin Counties. The 
12 cotton raising counties of Missouri 
are here. They also grow aifalfa, corn, 
small fruit and vegetables. 

There is hardly a county in Missouri 
which is not producing all of the staples 
Just enumerated and also many others, 
but the difference in soil and annual 
railfall causes some to be better adapt- 
ed for certain commodities than others 
and therefore yield larger crops when 
thus planted. 


Water Power of Ozarks. 
With a total downfall of rain for 


the year of 30 inches in the Ozark 
counties it is an easy task to ex- 
plain why the rivers and streams 
which have their sources in the up- 
lift never un dry. With 60 per 
cent of this precipitation between 
March 31 and October 1 and 40. per 
cent for the other six months it 
means that the average is over four 
inches a month for an area of 29,458 
square miles. 

It is estimated that there are 1500 
places in the Ozarks where factories 
would find all the power needed with- 
out cost, after water wheels had 
been put into place, and a dam built 
if one was found necessary. — 

In . Missouri there are now 397 
water wheels with 10,107 horse pow- 
er. Several exist in Christian county. 
The elelctric plant which furnishes 
light, heat and power for Ozark, Mo., 
a flourishing manufacturing ‘ center 
of Southwest Missouri, is run by 
water power, supplied by the Finley 
River. Not far away is a large flour 
mill operated in the same manner. 
Other water power establishments 
are being erected in this section. 

With all the water power now 
ing to waste in the Ozarks utilized

Trial of Prosperous Money Lend- 
er on Poor Woman’s Charge 
Set for October 6. 


METHODS EXPOSED 
Prosecuting Witnesses Tell Sto- 
ries—Their Attorney Once 

Vette’s Counsel.

John od Vette, wealthy money 
lender, pleaded not guilty yesterday 
to the charge of usury, made against 
bim in a warrant sworn out by Mrs. 
Sallle Cromwell of 2837 Washington 
avenue. The case was set for trtal 
Oct. 6, and Jeptha D. nnd Alphonso 
Howe will defend him. 

Vette has twice before been ar- 
raigned in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection on charges growing out of 
Seven years 
ago he was charged with usury, but 
a demurrer to the charge was su3- 
teined by the court. 

Feur vears ago he was accused of 
assault and battery by a woman, but 
that case, also,. was, dismissed. He 
has twice been security on a for- 
fcited bond, and in one case escaped 
payment through a_ technicality, 
while in the other instance he carrie4 
his resistance to the Supreme Court, 
but had to pay. 

Difficult to Reach Lenders. 

The pending charge against Vetta 
has aroused interest in the subject 
of loan agencies which, like Vette’s, 
profit by the urgent need of the 
poor. It has also called attention to 
the difficulty of reaching them 
through the usury laws. Mrs. Crom- 
well, the plaintiff, has no receipts to 
show for her contention that she 
paid Vette $i4 as four months’ inter- 
est in $35 loan, without reducing the 
principal. It is not customary for 
loan agencies to give such receipts. 

Another means of evading prose- 
cution is to take notes for amounts 
much larger than ‘that. actually 
loaned, so that no evidence of usury 
wil appear itn. writing. 

With one possible exception, Vette 
considered the busiest and weal- 
thiest of St. Louis’ private money 
lenders. He is middle aged, stout, 
with silvery hair and florid counte- 
nance. His upstairs office on Ninta 
strect, near Pine, is plainly fur- 
nished,: but two girls are constantly 
busy with his ‘beoks and with tele- 
phone calis and the inquiries of cus- 
tomers, while five men are employed 
in outside work. 

Thought Husband Dying. 

Charles M. Reeves, attorney for 
Mrs. Cromwell; on whose complaint 
the warrant for Vette’s arrest was 
issued, gays that her case is one of 
the many that have come to his at- 
tention that is peculiarly pathetic, 
she having obtained her first loan 
from © Vette on a day when she 
thought her husband was dying. | 

“The second time she borrowed,” 
said Reeves, “wae when she needed: 
coal one freezing day last December 
and for both of thesé loans she has 
had to pay Interest’ at the rate of 
more than 150 per cent annually.” 

Reeves says that he knows all tho 
ins and outs of the loan shark busi- 
ness because several years ago he 
was attorney for six of them, doing 
all of their legal work —— gave 
it up when he became disgusted with 
it. 

“John Vette,” said Reeves, “was 
one of the men whose legal business 
I used to do. At. that time, seven 
years ago, I was doing all the legal 
work: for six of them and if there |!s 
anything I don’t know about their 
business I would like to know what 
it is. I saw them break up homes, 
Griving people to desperate deeds, 
Finally I poulé not stand it any

The money lenders, according to 
what Reeves learned, have almost 
daily meetings at a clearing house 
of their own and if a man or woman 
has made a loan during the day that 
night they all know it. * 

“The easier a man is the higher 
rate of interest they charge him, and 
they have a regular credit system 
among themselves,” said Reeves, 

“Usually it is hard to win a case 
against these people on. account. of 
lack of witnesses as to what inter- 
est they are charging, and what was 
the original amount of the loan and 
such points, but with the assistance 
of the City Prosecuting Attorney I 
am forearmed this time. Mrs. Crom- 
well has a witness who went with 
her to Vette’s office and heard his 
exact words as to the amount of the 
loan and the interest to be paid.” 

Vette Defends Business. 

Vette stoutly defended his business in 
an interview with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter who called at his office. The in- 
terview took. place in an inner private 
office, after the proprietor had, with 
some difficulty, got away for a few 
minutes from @ line of would-be- bor- 
rowers in the main room. 

“I’ve been in this business 32 years,’ 
he said. : There are people doing busi- 
ness with me now who were among my 
first customers.

Sumptuous Luncheons —— 

A distinctive fea turo of Flage’s op- 
erations has been the social allure- 
ment held out to prospective custom- 
ers especially to widows. Every 
week tRere has been a sumptuous 
luncheon in the large private dining- 
room of the Cafe des Beaux Arts, 
Fortieth street and Sixth avenue, 
across the street from Flage’s offi- 
ces.

This 
Method, gentlemen, first practiced by 
Dr. George Heaton of Boston in 1840, 
consists, then, briefly, in applying such 
remedies direct to the ruptured parts 
as will, by virtue of their chemical ac- 
tion upon the tissues affected, and by 
the lymph thrown out, produce new 
tissue, mending, so to speak, the torn 
parts, filling in the , and creating 
thereby a new, health , solid tissue, 
holding the bowels with their diverse 
coverings in their proper position. 

This Method, gentlemen, has been 
advocated and practiced in European | 
as well as American Hospitals, as 
stated before, for more than twenty 
ears. All these of the medical pro- 
fession who have carefully investigat- 
ed this method have become firm. be- 
lievers in it. 

Thomas H. Manly, Ph. D., M. D.., 
Professor of Surgery of the N. Y. 
School of Clinical Medicine, speaking 
on the subject of this treatment, says: 
‘*This simple method has much to 
commend it. There is no division of 
the tissues; no loss of blood; no need 
for an anaesthetic; no confinement in 
bed. A suitable truss must be worn 
during the treatment until the adhes- 
ive processes are completed, and there 
is no tendency to relapse,’’ 

‘*My experience with this treatment 
is such as to warrant my recommend- 
ing it, before resorting to’a more for- 
micable operation. It mav be em- 
ployed at any age from infancy on.’’ 

Reports of many other investigators 
could be cited. We shall only mention 
authorities like Prof. Henry O’Marcy 
of Boston, and the Clini¢al reports of 
the Surgeon of the Maine Hospital, 
who says: 

‘*T have personally had some experi- 
ence with this treatment. When in 
the Maine Hospital service, I had a 
number of cases treated by this meth- 
od. In these cases we employed only 
one injection, applied a compress and 
bandage, and kept the patient in bed 
for three weeks. . ‘ 

‘The present method of employing 
the injection treatment is a decided 
improvement upon the old procedure. 
The patient is given an injection, the 
truss is applied and the man sent 
about his work.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—It was Cather- 
ine Anna Parnell, sister of the late 
Charies Stuart Parnell, the famous 
Irish Nationalist, who was drowned 
Wednesday while bathing at [Iifra- 
combe, a noted Devonshire watering 
place. “The most brilliant member of 
the family,” all Parnell called her, had 
assumed the name Catherine Anna Pa)- 
mer and had effaced herself for so 
many years that even those who had 
been her friends thought she was dead. 

Hid Her Identity. 

The Coroner's inquest revealed the | 
-ontrasts in her life and that she was 
the victim of the pastime ad ex- 
ercise of which she had been fondest. 

She bathed even when the sea was 
very rough, and always remained’ in 
the water an extraordinary long time. 

Before she: entered the water 
Wednesday a bathing attendant 
warned Miss Parnell not to go out far, 
for it was dangerous, as a heavy sea 
was running. 

Some time afterward the attendant 
saw Miss Parnell drifting far out. He 
went out to his armpits with a pole 
and line and threw the line to her, 
but she made no move.to seize it. 

Then, others helping, he launched a 
rowboat and brought in the bedy, which 
had been floating face up. Artificial 
respiration was performed vainly for 
more than an hour. The unfortunate 
woman had been seized with cramps, it 
is believed. 

Miss Anna Parnell resembled her 
brother, the latter, in looks and tem- 
perament. She was handsome, a great 
speaker, extremely reserved: and quite 
eccentric. 

In 1898 she threatened to sue the Sat- 
urday Review for alleging, in a notice 
of Barry O’Brien’s “Life of Parnell,” 
that theré was a hereditary taint ef in- 
sanity in her family. 

When the Land League was suppressed 
Miss Anna Parnell formed the Ladies’ 
Land League and showed wonderful 
ability as its president. 








She caused a sensation by a series of 
articles she wrote fer William O’Brien’s 
paper, “The Irish People,” attacking 
her brother because, as she charged. 
he was not extreme enough and con- 
stantly made mistakes. 

By a ceincidence, the Parnell monu- 
ment will be unveiled in Dubin today. 
John Redmond, the present Irish Nation- 
alist leader, will preside.

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The Yellow-Billed Cuckoo, the 
Brown Thrasher. House Wren, 
Robin, Catbird. and Oriole are 
Prominent Among the Feather- 
ed Aids to Park, Garden and 
Farm, Says St. Louis Naturalist 


HE protection of vegeta- 
tion from the ravages 
of insects is one of the 
greatest problems with 
which the modern 
orchardist and agricul- 
turalist have to deal. 
On its solution depend 
alike the beautiful 
parks and driveways of 
our cities, and the pro- 
ductive gardens, or- 
chards and farms of 
our rural districts. 

Among the natural forces which work for 
mankind in this direction, the greatest are our 
insect-eating birds. Their keen eyes, swift wings 
and lance-like beaks make constant war upon 
the useless parasites which devastate vegetation. 
Given proper protection, they would effectively 
combat the common enemy with almost no direct 
assistance from man. 

How we may distinguish the insect-eating 
birds from those of less worth to us is told here 
for the Post-Dispatcn readers by Gustav Pauls, 
a St, Louis naturalist who lives among the birds 
and studies their habits. He lives in a big house 


on the South Broadway bluffs, overlooking the. 


Mississippi River and shaded by a forest of grand 
old trees. Walking through that greve and 
through his well-kept garden; he described to a 
representative of the Sunday Magazine the birds 
that work for us. 

“Here,” he said, stopping beside a little shrub 
that seemed to be dying, “is an arbor vitae 
from which ' picked more than a gallon of bag- 
worms. This pest gets its name from the fact 
that it sews or weaves a bag about itself. It 
is one of the worst enemies of our trees. 


Two Sorts of Insects 


That Defoliate Trees. 

i COVERS the bag with bits of twigs, 
foliage and the bark of the tree it feeds 
upon and the bag so nearly assumes the 

color of the plant that only the sharpest eye can 

detect its presence. The male bag-worm dies in 
the fall. The female lives and produces a mass 
of eggs, which become caterpillars that defoliate 
the tree. The leaves of a tree are its lungs, and 
when stripped of its breathing apparatus it 
sickens and dies. 

“Birds are natural enemies of this parasite, 
and it also is warred upon by the chelsea fly. 

The best way to destroy it, however, is to pick 

the bags off the trees. Burning the nests will 

Ki the millions of eggs and thus prevent trouble. 

““Pefore we talk about the birds, I want to tell 
you something about caterpillars. One of the 
worst is the tent caterpillar, so called because 
of its manner of building a great web of silk 
in which thousands of the parasites live. 

“There are two kinds of tent caterpillars, the 
spring and the fall varieties. Either kind will 
defoliate a tree in short order if left undisturbed. 

The parasites move about, gradually enlarging 


" thatr nests and ay 
ravenously eating the leaves of the trees. 
They attack a large variety of trees, but 
are especially fond of apple, pear and 
osage orange. 

“The bag-worm and the tent caterpil- 
lar are the most injurious insect with 
which we have to deal in this section. 
The canker worm is destructive, especial- 
ly to fruit trees, and there are many other ‘8 ¢ - 
pests. None of them, however, are as bad as the 
caterpillars. We hear a great deal about the 
seventeen-year locust, which was sipposed to 
visit us this vear. Yet I have not seen more than 
two or three locusts this summer. The reason is 
th&t civilization drives them out, just as it did 
the Indian and the buffalo. 


Birds That Should Be 


Protected From Cats. | 
66 OW, in destroying insect pests we are 
N assisted by al] our native birds, al- 
though some of them are more valu- 
able than others. The English sparrow was 
brought to this country to’ destroy destructive 
insects, but we found out too late that he is 
‘purely a vegetarian, living wholly on seeds and 
other vegetable foods. We could forgive him 
for that, however, if he would mend his ways 
and not persist in being a nuisance. He is so dis- 
agreeable, pugnacious and quarrelsome, that he 
drives away many of our own useful and beau- 
tiful birds. Given half a chance, he will steal 
a.wren’s nest and drive out the tiny birds that 
are among the best insect eaters in this country. 
“Perhaps our greatest ally in protecting our 
trees against the onslaught of the caterpillars 
and other worms is the Yellow-Billed Cuckoo, 
often called the rain crow, because of its habit 
of calling loudly in damp or cloudy weather. It 
is the only cuckoo in this section, and is one of 
our handsomest birds. 


“It has a graceful, long, slender body, and a 
rapid, noiseless flight. Its beak is long, powerfu! 
and yellow. Its wings are bright cinnamon; th: 
tail feathers are long, the middle one of olive 
color and the outer quills black. When the bird 
is in filght there are four white circles on the 
underside of his tail. This bird will fly throug! 
the thorny osage orange without making thi 
faintest svund. 

“The yellow bill cuckoo is one of the few birds 
that will eat the hairy caterpillar—such as the 
destructive tentworm. It seems to have an in. 
tense hatred for this particular caterpillar, fo: 
it destroys many more than it can eat, by tear 
ing the web apart and squeezing the worm in if 
beak. The yellow bil] is not a shirker. He do: 
his work thoroughly. He is invaluable to th 
horticulturist. — 

“Audubon gives this cuckoo a bad character. 
He says that he robs smaller birds of their eggs. 
Perhaps he does, but even so he is the patron 
bird of the orchard and of our lawns and parks, 
and aids mankind the most. His good deeds 


“Extra” Sunshine Aids English Strikes 


NE interesting possible explanation of the 
recent epidemic of industrial troubles and 
* strikes in England is offered by the Lan- 
cet. If what this dignified medical journal says 
is true, the serious development of the strikes 
was due to too much sunshine. The British Islés 
have been getting more than their average share 
of heat and sunshine this summe. and the over- 
dose of labor troubles has been equally as large. 
“It is an interesting coincident,” says the Lan- 
cet, “that labor troubles of -o mean magnitude 
have broken out during an unwonted spel] of 
sunshine. Of course, we are not regarding the 
strikes as caused by the heat, as the reason for 
the prevailing unrest has, for many of them, 
been obvious for many months. But it is not at 
all improbable that the heat has played its part 
in the form which the matifestations have tak- 
en. Let us remember that: the failure of the white 
races to colonize certain tropical tracts has been 
attributed to the excess of light which there 
prevails, and not to the heat or humidity. The 
- white man in the tropics gradually becomes dis- 
inclined to work under the influence of the 
actinic agencies of the sun; he grows neuras- 
thenic and finally breaks down.

Their young play like young fox squirrels. I lie in 
my hammock and watch them, for they »re very 
amusing and become quite tame, perching upon 
the end of the hammock and looking at me with 
questioning eyes. 

“It is impossible to estimate the value of the 
brown thrasher as an insect destroyer, as he is 
constantly on the hunt for them. It is impos- 
sible to mistake this bird from his habit of 
twitching and thrashing his long tail as he 
feeds, and his bold swinging flight are unmistak- 
able marks of identification. A rusty brown 
cévers his entire back, growing darker on his 
wings; beneath yellowish white with brown ar- 
row-shaped spots on his breast, the wings have 
two white bands. 

“As a songster he is unequaled. He arrives 
in April _and for a week or so he pours forth 
an ecstacy of uninterrupted song. Then he set- 
tles down to preparing his home. In the morn- 
ing he sings his hymn from the shrubbery, but 
later in the day he perches on the topmost twig 
of a tree, and with swelling breast and drooping 
tail he sings as if mad with melody. He never 
sings near his nest. 

“The cheery little House Wren is one of our 
greatest ‘insect-destroying birds. She is contin- 
ously hunting over the ground like a mouse, 
singing all the time. She is a mode! housekeep- 
er, a most particular bird about her nest.

Hemoglobin is the red substance which forms 
about nine-tenths of the dry -conStituents of 
the red corpuscles and serves as a carrier of oxy- 
gen into the circulation. Mr. Robison, whose 
blood is the richest examined by the scientists 
on the peak, holds the walking record from Mani- 
tou, at the base of the mountain, to the summit, a 
distance of eight miles, which he covered in 2 
hours and 31 minutes. 


Combustion of Products of 
Lungs Measured by Machine. 


HE scientists took blood tests every day, 
T and not only devoted much attention to 

the subject of the oxygen-carrying ma- 
terials in the circulation, but have tried to solve 
some of the problems of the white blood corpus- 
cles which have baffled science for years. Sam- 
ples of blood from each of the scientists have 
been sent every day or two to Dr. Gerald V. 
Webb of Colorado Springs, an expert in the study 
of white blood corpuscles. 

The question of circulation at high altitudes is 
being studied in a thorough manner. Last win- 
ter Drs. Henderson and Schneider at Yale tried 
to determine the rate of flow of blood through the 
lungs per second. They reached a method that 
does this approximately, through the administra- 
tion of what is commonly known as “‘laughing 
gas,” and noting the rate of absorption of that. 
The test was made on top of the peak, and care- 
ful comparisons with the deductions at lower lev- 
els were also made. Data were secured, also, on 
the output of blood at each beat of the heart. This 
was ascertained by a syste 
parisons of observations at low and high altitudes 
are made, 

In order to determine the difference in the 
cofisumption of oxygen in the lungs at work and 
at rest the most strenuous exercises were taken 
by the scientists. This brought into play a unique 
device invented by Prof. Douglas for determining 
the combustion products of the lungs. This is a 
knapsack-like affangement which is fastened 
over the scientist’s back. A tube connects the 
scientist’s mouth with the bag. A “hike” of 
a mile is taken at top speed up a 25 per cent 
grade of the cog road just below the summit of 
the peak. During the walk the lungs have been 
working at four or five times their normal speed. 
The scientist takes the bag into the laboratory 
and not only determines the combustion products 
of the lungs, but is able to figure out the exact 
number of breaths he has breathed into the de- 
vice.

Duty in Oxygen Production. 

RIMARILY, the errand of the scientists 
P was to investigate the various phenomefia 
of breathing in high altitudes, but this 
inquiry led at once to a consideration—of the ef- 
fect of rarefied alr upon disease, and particu- 
larly consumption. The chain of causes and 
effects which they constructed is, in a nutshell, 
as follows: a" 

At sea level, the air pressure, 15 pounds to 
the square inch, forces oxygen through, the 
lungs into the blood. 

In higher altitudes, as the air pressure de- 
creases, the lungs are compelled to do its 
work and to exert themselves in pumping 
oxygen into the blood. 

The exercise of this augmented labor 
strengthens the lungs, just as exertion of the 
arm strengthens it. 

The increased vigor of the lungs stimulates 
the bone marrow, in which the red corpuscles 
are generated, to unusual activity. 

Many millions of new red corpuscles are 
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thrown into the blood,”enriching it and enabling 
it the better to withstand disease, as the red 
corpuscles are the nourishers, or food carriers, 
of the body. ¢ 

It has been a question much mooted among scl- 
entists whether the lungs are able of themselves, 
in time of.need, to pump oxygen, the life giver, 
into the bloed, or whether the function of the 
lungs is merely that of a sieve, through which 
the gas seeps into the blood.

piration in mines, is credited with the solution 
ofthe problem. 

His belief, based upon his tests made on Pike’s 
Peak, is that the lungs, in high altitudes, do act 
as pumps; and his proof is that he found, upon 
the mountain, a larger proportion of oxygen in 
the blood than was present in the suriounding 
air. 

At sea level, the proportions of oxygen in the 
blood and in the air are evenly balanced. But 
in high altitudes the quantity of oxygen to the 
volume of air rapidly shrinks below the supply 
normally. required to maintain combustion in the 
body. But the body, in order to exist, must by 
some means obtain the necessary oxygen, although 
the air pressure on the heights is inadequate to 
supply it. In this emergency, according to Dr. 
Haldane, the lungs volunteer for the extra work, 
actively suck from the air such provisions of oxy- 
gen as the system needs, and pump it into the 
blood.

discovery of this theory to be one of 
high importance. 

Its first effect is to explain, in 
part, why high altitudes are favor- 
able to the recovery of tuberculosis 
patients. Of course, germs are rarer 
in the mountains. Besides, the red 
corpuscles are not the active vigi- 
lantes of the body whose function 
it is to attack and destroy. the 
tubercle bacillus. This police duty 
belongs to the white corpuscles. But 
the red corpuscles, as the commis-. 
ariat of the body, keep it in strength, 
and its tiny warriors, the white cor- 
puscles, in fighting trim. The ef- 
fect of the increase of red corpuscles 
induced by high altitude is that of 
advancing an underfed clerk to the 
rations of an athlete’s training table. 

The scientists had been upon-the peak but a 
few days before they were able to detect a decided 
increase of red corpuscles in their own blood; 
in some instances an increase of 40 per cent over 
the red corpuscles of the average man at the 
sea level. In Dr. Henderson's case, his increase 
was 133, as compared with 100 at sea level, and 
this additional richness of blood was the result 
of only three weeks’ residence upon the moun- 
tain. 

“The body is like a gasoline engine,” said Dr.

; engine is about half as efficient on 

Pike’s Peak as it is at sea level. We 

have noticed newcomers here. Their lips are 

blue, showing that their blood was not circulat- 

ing properly, because of the decreased atmospher- 

ic pressure. Like the gasoline engine when not 

running properly, their systems “smoked” and 

gave off poisonous combustion products, causing 
headache and mountain sickness. 

“But when these newcomers walked about a bit, 
exerc'se brought the wealthy color back into their 
cheeks; for their exertion had stimulated the 
lungs to begin their new function of pumping 
oxygen into the arteries. In several cases we 
have administered oxygen to persons who had 
walked up the peak and fainted, and in each in- 
stance they were quickly and compietely restored. 

“Another line ofour investigation concerned 
the action of the heart. We found that, in high 
altitudes, the organ accelerates the speed of its 
beats, but not the force. At sea level the neart 
beats about 70 st.o.es per minute; up here, 90. 

“The Royal Society of London was anxious to 
know how a man becomes acclimatec. in high alti- 
tudes, and our Pike’s Peak expe:imehts were the 
result. We also took up the questions: Why do 
persons who ascend high mountains breathe faster 
and often become faint and sick, and why is the 
blood richer and more capable of resisting disease 
in high altitudes than at sea level? | 

“Persons become acclimated in mountain re- 
gions, we decided, when their lungs save mas- 
tered the new function of secreting oxygen from 
the air and feeding it in proper quantities to the 
blood. They become faint and sick when the 
lungs have not as yet learned the'r new duty. 
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‘Fishmerchant’ is sometimes counted as one 
word and sometimes as two. The receiving op- 
erator has to ask sometimes how it has been 
counted. There are two Ashursts in England, 
and to distinguish the second one it is known as

After the experiments on Pike's Peak had been 
completed, the four men were joined at Colorado 
Springs by Miss Fitzgerald, with whose data, as- . 
sembled on the lower levels, the facts discovered 
upon the mountain top were collated. Dr. Schneid- 
er returned to Color ‘lo College, and his colleagues 
set out for England, where the work of prepar- 
ing their observations for the Royal Society is 
now under way. 


Experimenters Are Men 
of Distinguished Ability. 
R. HALDANE, one of England's most dis- 
D tinguished scientific men, is a recognized 
expert on physiology, respiration, hy- 
giene and mine ventilation. He is a member of: 
two royal commissions on eoal and metaliferonus 
mines in ‘England, and the inventor of the 
modern method of decompression, or the neutral- 
iccng of air pressure in caissons and in deep-sea 
diving. . ‘ 

Dr. Douglas, the inventor of an apparatus to 
determine the total respiratory exchange during 
exercise, recently accompanied Prof. Zunts of 
Berlin on a research expedition to Peak Teneriffe, 
in Africa. Dr. Schneider is the author of a book 
on blood pressure. Dr. Henderson is known for 
his studies of surgical shock. 

The scientists have not drawn from their re 
searches on Pike’s Peak any conclusion as to 
whether consumptives could be cured at home by 
an artificial reproduction of the rarefied ‘air of 
the mountains.

The world is slowing down in its daily rota- 
tion and the days are getting longer. Magnetic 
storms are puiting a magnetic brake on the 
earth, and if they continue to constrict this 
brake, at the rate measured for the past 18 
years, in just 3320 years this good old earth will 
no longer be turning like one of Mathewson’s 


| ~ Xcurved balls, but will settle down, with one side 


in perpetual sunshine, blasted by withering heat, 
and the other side in endless darkness and cold, 
corresponding to the extreme frigidity of inter- 
steller space. 

Observe, it is not claimed that the earth posi- 
tively will come to a standstill in chis year 5231 
A. D., but simply that it is being subjected to a 
brake that may stop it by that time. Probably 
most scientists would argue that magnetic storms 
will be less violent in future; that other forces 
will intervene, and that the stopping: of the earth 
will be postponed a great many years beyond 
the date named. 


But all actentists will acquiesce in the state- 
ment that the earth is slowing down and sooner 
@r later will come to a stop. 


When the earth stops turning the side toward 
the sun will become overheated, and water will 
dry up and blistering deserts will cover the sur- 
face. Near the edge of the sunlit side there will 
a a temperate zone, where the sun wil] always 

one hour high or thereabouts, remaining at 


the same height above the horizon year in and 


year. out. Every hour will be like six o’clock 
In the morning of a-summer day. To this de- 
lightful region the world’s population will flock. 

A little removed from the hot area will be the 
twilight zone, also quite habitable, with ‘the 
Sun unending at the horizon. 


Time With No Seasons 


und a Day a Year Long. 
HOUGH life in the torrid or hot zone will 
be insupportable, as a rule, yet on the outer 
| @dges, where the sun is but two or three 
hours high, people may live in a temperature 
of 100 to 140 degrees by means of various cooling 
contrivances. 

On the dark, cold side of the earth all the water 
will be frozen solid—even mercury will freeze in 
that awful chill. It will be impossible for human 
oeings to penetrate more than three or four hun- 
dred miles into wie dark and frigid zone, which 
will be far more inaécessible than are now the 
polar wastes. 

The fact that all the water on the cold side 
of the earth will be frozen and all the water on 
the hot side dried up and evaporated will tend 
to c@use a great disturbance of the continents 
and eceans of the globe. There must be some 
sort of rearrangement, and it would seem that the 
oceans would tend to seek the habitable temperate 
zone, which would then be the equator’s equiva- 
lent. Since the earth's surface contains very 
much more water than land, it is extremely prob- 
able"Wjat the temperate zone will not contain 
nearly enough land to satisfy the population and 
that there will be contittuous strugsies for pos- 
session of valuable soil. It is even conceivable 
that a large portion of the people may be driven 
to seek permanent residen ‘n sailing vessels

As the days lengthen until they exceed a 
week’s duration all sorts of complicattons will en- 
sue and the days, weeks and months will become 
hopelessly mixed. Scientists agree that the lunar 
month will lengthen as the day lengthens, though 
the day will increase the more rapidly. Accord- 
ing to Prof. Ernest W. Brown of Haverford Col- 
lege, who has given special attention to this sub- 
ject, there will come a time when the month 
and the day will both be of the same duration of 
about 1300 hours, or 55 of our present days. 

As the earth’s day gets longer and longer, the 
time will come when.a day is a year long. Then 
there will be no more days and nights, no weeks 
and no months. The earth always will have one 
side to the sun and the moon will have one 
side to the earth, and the two will turn around 
the sun once a year as if fixed on a rigid bar. 
There will be no more seasons on the earth—no 
spring, summer, autumn or winter. The weather 
of the several seasons can be experienced only 
by traveling to and fro between the hot and cold 
zones, for one-half will be perpetually hot, dry 
and parched; the other will be like the polar 
regions during the long Arctic night. 

It is clear that property values in more than 
half the planet will be wipéd out. Cities and 
farms throughout the dark half of the globe will 
be buried under perpetyal glaciers. Correspond- 
ingly values will rise enormously in neal estate 
on the habitable strip that les just on the cool 
edge of the hot hemigphere. No one knows, no 
one can calculate at this time, what part of 
the earth will be included in this habitable strip 
or belt any more than they can predict which half 
of the world wil] be hot and which cold. All that

known to scientists for tnany years; the fact they 
have not understood is that these changes might 
come within a short time from an astronomical 
point of tiew. Prof. Bauer’s recent researcnes 
indicate that the slowing down of the earth and 
consequent lengthening of the day may come much 
sooner than had been supposed. Heretofore it 
has required several millions of years to lengthen 
the day one nour; and although trades unions may 
arbitrarily shorten a working day on a month’s 
notice, they have no power over the magnetic 


influences that put a brake on the globe and thus~ 


lengthen the 24-hour day. 

The researches of Prof. Louis A. Bauer have 
been rewarded by the discovery that the magnetic 
moment (or electrical rotary motion) is dimin- 
ishing so rapidly that if the past 18 years’ rec- 
ord may be taken as a guide, the rotation will be 
seriously affected. Curiously enough, the mag- 
netic moment is being lost at the same speed 
which radium decay progresses, and the startling 
query is at once forced on the mind whether it 
be possible that the loss of the earth’s magnetism 
and of the earth’s supply of radium will not bring 
to a standstill the earth’s rotation on its axis 
within the comparatively brief period of three and 
a third thousand years! 

Prof. Bauer does not suggest this; neither does 
Prof. Shuster nor Prof. Darwin; but read their 
utterances on this page and put them together, 
and see if they do not all point to the same star- 


tling conclusion that our fair earth is bastening 
thus rapidly to transformation. 


Only 3320 Years Before 
Earth Will Stop Still. 


H. DARWIN, professor of mathematics 
G at Cambridge University, is authority 
® for the statement that a hundred million 
years ago the earth was revolving at a speed six 
to eight times faster than now; so that its day 
may fairly be reckoned as one of three hours’ 
length. At that time the moon swung in a cir- 
cle very close to the earth, making her journey 
in three or four hours’ time, or about two hun- 
dred times as fast as she now travels. Coming 
so near the earth, the moon had a tremendous 
iufluence on the water, and her journey was fol- 
lowed by tides fully 600 feet in height, which 
swept completely around the planet in the 
moon’s wake in four hours or less. 

As millions of years passed the earth's rota- 
tion slowed down, probably mainly from the tidal 
friction, and the day lengthened, while the moon 
slipped further and further away, until at last the 
day increased to twenty or twenty-one hours. Rer- 
haps at this period the conditions of climate and 
temperature on the earth were such that life ap- 
peared and was slowly developed during more mil- 
lions of years, until the earth became as we 
know it. 

As these conditions existed in the past, it fol- 
lows that conditions such as have been suggested 
must come in the future, . 

How did Prof. Bauer get at the germ of his 
sénsational discovery? It was this way: The pro- 
fessor is undoubtedly the most enthusiastic living 
student of terrestrial magnetism. For years he 
has edited a quarterly magazine devoted to mag-

netism and studied all phases of the subject. He 
knew, as we know now, that the earth was noth- 
ing but a big dynamo whirling around in space, 
just as an electric dynamo whirls on its axis, 
and that the earth sets up strong electric currents 
similar to those of the dynamo. These currents 
were first. utilized for the return in a telegraph 
circuit. Later the trolley railways were con- 
structed, the electric current running on the over- 
head_ wires and returning through the earth. 
As the telegraph increasdd in use it was dis- 
Covered that occasionally the wires were thrown 
out of commission by magnetic disturbances that 
took place apparently all over the earth at the 
Same time, and that these times were identical 
with the activity of spots seen on the sun. The 
conclusion was irresistible that the sun’s spots 
were caused by great electric storms; that the 
magnetism shot across 92,000,000 miles of inter- 
vening space and affected the earth’s currents. 
So strong is this interference at times that the 
compass has been turned five degrees from its 


correct direction and telegraphic instruments have ° 


been put out of order for a whole day, while gi- 
gantic sheets of magnificent auroral flames have 
decorated the northern skies. 


Was Eruption of Mont Pelee 


Caused by Magnetic Storm ? 
STRONOMICAL observatories possess in- 
A struments for recording variations of 
terrestrial magnetism and for about 
twenty years most of them have kept records of 
magnetic disturbances. It has been Prof. Bauer’s 
self-appointed special] task to study these records. 
He has felt that if he could understand what 
caused the earth’s magnetism to vary so much— 
sometimes 20 per cent in intensity—the: laws 
governing the earth's magnetism could be 
learned. 

In the course of his studies he became impressed 
with the fact that the terrible volcanic eruption 
of Mont Pelee May 8, 1902, was almost identical in 
time with a great magnetic storm The old town 
clock at St. Pierre stopped when Pelee’s head 
blew off and that city of 35,000 souls was wiped 
out. The reports of the observatories indicated 
that the world-wide magnetic storm that followed 
started about 7:54, or two minutes after the Pelee 
explosion. Was there not some connection be- 
tween the two?

Prof. Bauer wanted td know more So he sent 


for all the magnetic storm records of that date and 
secured the original records from instruments in 
25 observatories. 

By studying these different records and insti- 
tuting the most careful measurements and com- 
parisons, Prof. Bauer was able to prove that the 
Pelee magnetic. storm did not begin at the same 
instant at every point on the globe. All the text- 
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booke state that the magnetic storms, which seem 
to come from sun spots, appear on the earth in- 
stantaneously at all points. Prof. Bauer was not 
only-able to disprove this, but he proved that the 
magnetic storm went whirling around the ea:th 
in this case at a speed of about seven thousand 
miles a minute, making the circuit in three and a 
half minutes. He also proved that it must have 
struck St. Piere at about 7:53, or a fraction less 
than a minute from the time the o.d town clock 
stopped. It is fair to presume that the clock, 
like most town clocks, was not quite accurate, and 
that this tremendous magnetic wave. sweeping 
around the earth at a terrific speed of 7000 miles 
a minute, upset the delicate balance of boiling 
lava under Mont Pelee and drought on the ex- 
plosion that devastated fair Martinique!

This discovery Bauer-s was published 
in his —- Terrestrial Magnetism, last year. 
And it is now generally accepted by scientists that 
the magnetic storms start at some point on the 
globe and travel around, or partially around, at& 
speed that varies from three to seven minutes in 
making the entire circuit of the earth, and that 
in thus circling the globe they act like the band- 
brake of an automobile wheel—they constrict the 
earth and slow its motion. | 


Magnetic storms, so far as we observe them, 
interfere principally with the magnetic currents 
that circle the earth in the atmosphere. It has 
been learned that the higher the currents the 
greater is their speed, and Prof. Bater has calcu- 
lated that a magnetic-storm current that circles 
the earth in four minutes exists mainly at a height 
of about fifty miles from the surface. The tend- 
ency of these currents coming from the sun is 
to work downward to the earth, and as they come 
lower their speed of rotation is reduced. It is 
these singular disturbing currents issuing from 
the sun when sun spo are active that interfere 
with the norma] magnetic currents circling ebout 
the earth, causing magnetic storms, turning the 
compass out of true and interfering with the tele- 
graphic service. They do not seriously affect the 
telephone, as that is less sensitive to their in- 
fluence. 

Sun spots are believed to be vast whirlpools 
or vortices in the outer envelope of the sun. Some- 
times they are of enormous size, one great spot

Various scientists have suspected the influence 
of radium in the cyclonic action accompanying 
the sun’s spots. One reason for this is the prof- 
inence of helium lines in spectograph of the sun’s 


spots; another that the earth’s magnetic moment - 


diminishes at the same speed as radium decay 
progresses.

A dynamo without circling 
electric currents must come to a standstill, and 
so it must be with the earth if her circling mag- 
netic currents are slowed down and diminished 
until they have no more rotary action. 

Prof. Bauer’s own words are: “Whether the 
earth ever recovers completely from a magnetic 
disturbance is questionable.” This is strong lan- 
guage for the scientist. 3
